P hooks, tops and marbles, if he be but human, It is an instinct 
of youth, and it may be indicative of our youth as a nation 

that many of the finest collections in the world are found in America. 

A curious and unique American collection is a garden of bells, 
attractively arranged at Glenwood Mission Inn, California. Mr. 
Frank A. Miller, its collector, became protector of the bells when 
his daughter gave him, as a Christmas present, 1905, a curious bell 
with the Medici coat of arms. Historical objects had a fascination 
for Mr. Miller, and this bell appealed to his imagination and opened 
to him the large possibilities in old bells of various ages and coun- 
tries and peoples. 

Hig quest led him to all parts of the world. Bells are very often 
remelted, and it was in visits to foundries that he discovered and 
rescued from oblivion many of his most interesting and valuable 
bells. 

To the poet the bell has always had a distinct faseination. Too 
often taken for granted, the bell has long played an important role 
in the life of civilization. Poe has perhaps expressed most realisti- 
cally the place various bells have in our lives, and how much more 
was this true in the lives of our forefathers, when bells were used 
far more than now. 

Sleigh bells—who hears them now? The little tinkling bell over 
shop doors. Chureh bells—they grow more and more silent with the 
years. The milkman’s bell. The little bell that stood on the teacher’s 
desk. Cowbells. Bells on the horses that pulled the street cars. 

A change has come over our way of living, and this change, to 
a great extent, has marked the passing of the bell. In its place, we 
have numerous and divers whistles and electrie bells. So the old 
bell, with its beauty or eccentricity of orm, its careful workmanship 
and interesting inscription, and its variety of tone, is being relegated 
to the scrap heap of civilization. It is, therefore, with pride that 
we learn that America boasts, in the Glenwood Mission Inn, the 
largest collection of bells in the world—-Dearborn Independent.

It is stated that the government has located a reserve officers 
training field near Santa Monica, where the days of clear weather 
flying are much fewer than they are at March Field. Whether 
March Field may also receive some such recognition remains to be 
seen following investigations and reports that are to come in the 
near future. 

It has been the experience of Riverside that government mental 
institutions that are dependent upon political favor, whether from 
the state or the federal government are the most uncertain kind in 
the world. Eternal vigilance is absolutely necessary in order to 
retain them.

Value Of A Profession 


MAN charged with a serious erime, and believed to have 
A committed it, finally is arrested. He is restrained, of course, 

J but beyond this is not subjected to duress. The officers who 
have him in charge treat him with courtesy. He talks to them 
freely. To one of them he tells, on his own initiative, the complete 
story of the erime, confessing freely that it was perpetrated by him- 
self and no other. When he began to speak the officer had told 
him that he was under no obligation to talk; that there was abun- 
dant proof of his guilt, but the prisoner insisted on talking, making 
what is known as a ‘‘clean breast’? of it. 

Later this prisoner procures a lawyer, and under instruetions 
pleads not guilty. The confession made voluntarily indicates that 
the plea is a falsehood, and virtually has established every allegation 
that the proseeution sought to have established. Nevertheless the 
recital of the confession is barred out. The trial goes ahead with 
all the formality that would have marked the effort to ascertain 
the truth, and just as though the truth were not known, 

When a prisoner says to his captor, ‘‘I am the murderer,’’ and 
then proceeds to give the details, the captor is not permitted to 
take the stand and relate under oath the statement of the prisoner. 
For him to do this would endanger the welfare of the accused; 
might prejudice the jury, and résult in the accomplishment of 
justice.
